[Excerpts] I. Comparative Method for Social Culture 


The greatest task facing the Korean nation today is the reunification of country 
and nation; nonetheless, the situation today, 35 years after the division by 
foreign powers, into North and South, manifests itself in the intensification of 
the heterogenization between North and South and the sharpening of the conflict 
of the systems. 


First, not only do the North Koreans have no freedom to travel, select jobs or 
change residences, they have no room for extras in their daily lives so that 
their life experiences are limited; second, North Korea has so little exchange 
of information, even with other communist countries, that when ROK scholars 
visit those countries they receive requests for materials on North Korea. In 
addition, persons visiting North Korea are extremely restricted in their contact 
with the people and their scope of activity. 


Also there is the problem of the reliability of North Korea's statistics. North 
Korea has not published official statistics since 1963 except for fragmentary 
bits; furthermore even for those materials that we have, the majority, perhaps 
due to impossible quantification or some other reason, do not correlate. for 
example, the statistics for medical institutions from 1971 through August 1975 
show 2.8 times more hospitals than in 1970; most statistics published by North 
Korea are of this type. Such facts present a particularly great problem in 
quantitative analysis. 


Il. Comparison of Cultural Life 

A. Education 

lL. Overview of Educational Goals and Policies 

Humans are shaped by education. Furthermore, when we consider that not only is 


the educational process satisfying in itself and a manifestation of the human 
spirit, but also that the question.of how many knowledgeable and skilled persons 














education produces for each sector of a society is a measure of that society's 


deve lopment, 


the analysi 


of South and North Korea's educational level and con- 


tent becomes the most important index for measuring the potential of the social 
culture of each. 


Also, the comparison of education between two heterogeneous systems gains sig- 
nificance only in terms of the relationship between state goals and the level 
of educational attainment. 


From this point of view, education in North Korea is nothing more than a powerful 
tool for the realization of communist dictatorial politics, whereas in the ROK, 
although education is influenced by demands coming out of the political process, 
it is independent of politics and strives to be faithful to the goals of educa- 


tion itself. 
and policy is the political goal as it applies to the educational sector. 


In other words, the totality of North Korea's educational goals 


How- 


ever, in the case of the ROK, the human educational goal is expressed as educa- 
tion itself, thus the South and North Korean educational goals and policies have 
differing significance. 


As can be seen in Table 1, whereas the foundations of the ROK's educational goals 
lay in democratic national education and education fostering democratic citizens 
based on the ideals of the People's Education Charter and the ideals of broadly 
benefiting humanity through self-realization, North Korea bases its educational 
goals on fostering the talent needed for the construction of a communist society 
and for remaking people to adapt to such a social system.

Additionally, the ROK is bringing to life the ideals of the People's Education 
Charter, by instituting education of the whole person which enhances to the maxi- 


mum the abilities and creativity of the individual. 


It has as its basic goals 


the fostering of the qualities of the democratic citizen who leads a cooperative 
society based on the harmony of consideration and reconciliation, of self- 
regulation and responsibility along with the fostering of true Koreans who can 
contribute to the state's development and the national revival, i.e., persons who 
are loyal to the state, filial to their parents and helpful to their neighbor. 


Unlike this, however, North Korea revealed its basic goal for education in the 
39th article of the Socialist Constitution adopted by the lst Session of the 
5th Supreme People's Assembly on 27 December 1972 which stated, “The state will 
realize the principles of socialist pedagogy to bring up new generations as new 
Communist humans with intellect, virtue, and health, as strong revolutionaries 


who will struggle for the society and the people.” 


In order to achieve this 


goal, North Korea is setting forth the three great principles of “the revolu- 
tionization and labor classification of the whole people,” “the intellectualiza- 
tion of the whole people,” and the “communization of the whole people.” 


In particular, following the 5th general party meeting of November 1970, with the 
creation of the "principles of socialist pedagogy” and the adoption of the 
"Thesis on Socialist Education” at the 14th Plenary Session of the 5th Supreme 


People's Assembly on 5 September 1977, North Korea 


established the direction 


of its basic educational policy which it has carried out vigorously ever since. 


The thesis emphasizes heavily the principles which must be upheld in order 


properly to carry out socialist educational work: 


First, education must realize

combine with revolutionary practice; and fourth, the socialist state mist be 
responsible for education, organize it and carry it out.

Such educational systems can be compared in several ways, but here I will examine 
a few features centered on school systems and types of schools. 


As can be seen in Tables 2 and 3, the ROK's educational system is a single track 
type, whereas North Korea's is a multitrack type. Second, North Korea emphasizes 
kindergarten education for the purposes of molding “new Communist humans” and of 
exploiting female labor. Third, in comparison with the ROK's 6-year elementary 
school, North Korea's is 4 years. This is interpreted as an intention to decrease 
the amount of primary education and increase instead the amount of intermediate 
education directly related to production skills. Fourth, beginning with primary 
education, North Korea operates separately privileged special educational organs, 
such as the Academy for the Survivor Children of the Revolution, for the children 
of party cadre and special classes to which the children of the ordinary masse= 
are not admitted, thereby carrying out discriminatory education for the training 
of cadre. Fifth, looking at the establishment of schools, all of North Korea's 
educational organs are operated by central or local governmental organs so that 
the goals and purposes of school establishment are unified according to the 
political intentions of the party orc governmental organ. But in the ROK, private 
schools established by private fovadations occupy ar important position alongside 
state and public schools and each can embody individual ideals and education 
according to the purposes of the founder, thereby making possible the training of 
flexible, variated talent. Sixth, in the case of colleges, the ROK has colleges 
and universities distributed evenly throughout each region. But with the excep- 
tion of Kim Il-song University, North Korea's colleges are like technical training 
centers since they are colleges for special subjects attached to factories, enter- 
prises and production bases, for the purpose of producing persons skilled in only 
their field who would have difficulty applying their skills to other fields. For 
example, there are such organs as the Irrigation College, the Motive Force College, 
the Mining College or the Orchardry College which, although called colleges, carry 
out the functions of technical training and vocational training centers for their 
respective areas.

3. Educational Content 


Seen from outside, the North Korean schools’ educational content of intellectual, 
ethical, physical, and artistic education seems similar to the ROK's educational 
content, but in North Korean society, where educational content is meaningless 
unless it serves politics, the party, and Kim Il-song, the educational content 
of each area in the actual curriculum is quite different from the ROK. 


That is, in the ROK intellectual education is based on the search for truth and 
fosters the knowledge needed for individual activities or the foundation of a 
profession, while ethical education fosters the refinement of emotions and the 
establishment of healthy views on morality, ethics, and the state, and physical 
education fosters the health and strength needed for a pleasant and satisfying 
personal and social life. 


However, in the case of North Korea, educational content is structured according 
to a deterministic viewpoint to achieve political goals, such as intellectual 
education which studies the principles of communisa, ethical education which 
implants the spirit of revolutionary fighters with the ethical traits of com 
munism, or physical education which, under the national defense physical educa- 
tion, emphasizes the strengthening of military power; this deterministic prin- 
ciple has been established according to the unique revolutionary demands of 
North Korea. 


The socialist educational content set forth in the September 1977 "Thesis on 
Socialist Education” is divided into indoctrination in political ideology, tech- 
nical education, and national defense education, with indoctrination in political 
ideology regarded as primary. 


Looking first at education in political ideology, "The Works of Kim Il-song,”" 
“The History of Kim Il-song's Revolutionary Activities," and “The History of 
the Policy of the korean Workers Party” are handled with importance in colleges 











and Kim Il-song’s revolutionary activities and Kim Il-song’s revolutionary history 

in senior intermediate schools, while even in kindergarten we can find such sub- 
ects as “Stories of Kim Il-song’s Childhood” and "Communist Morality”; the 

rimary purpose of this is to encourage loyalty to the party and Kis I1l-song.

Looking next at North Korea’s military education, compared to other subjects

In particular, since North Korea adopted the 2 March 1959 “Cabinet Resolution 
Number 18 Regarding the Initiating of the Student Social Compulsory Labor Systen,” 
nior intermediate school students are mobilized for 4 to 6 weeks per year, 
senior technical school students for 10 weeks, and college students for 12 to 14 
weeks, and when necessary, they are repeatedly mobilized without regard for the 
compulsory labor time. In the case of elementary school students, there are no 


; 


regulations, but they ere mobilized for 2 to 4 weeks per year during the busy 
farming season as children’s units for rural assistance work. This student com 
puisory labor mobilization shows signs of increasing following the strengthening 


of three revolutions team activities in 1973. 
4. chool, Student, and Faculty Situation 


Table 4 shows the ROK to be far ahead numerically, having, as of 1979, 10,412 
schools, some 850 more than North Korea's 9,562 and having 10,421,000 students 

while North Koria has less than half that at 5.1 million (kindergarten and day- 
are excluded).

jowever, the difference in the number of schools between South and North is sot as 


great as the number of students because in North Korea's case there is no freedos 
to move residences or change jobs cond because of the topographical particularity 
schools are generally small and there are still places vhere elementary and high 
schools are combined. Also, in the case of the ROK, only those schools in the 
regular educational system are counted in the statistics whereas North Korea 
includes in the totals the branch campuses of all schools; in the case of high 
schools, workers’ senior technical schools; in the case of colleges, people's 
economic colleges, each province's communist college, and the factory, farm, and 
fishery colleges established at major factories, enterprises and cooperative 


farms. 


Also, although the ROK has many more faculty, at 250,000 than North Korea's 
200,000, North Korea has a somewhat better teacher/student ratio; this is a 
result of North Korea's inclusion of party wembers working at adult schools, 
technicians, and military trainers in faculty statistics. 


B. Journalism and Publishing 


l. Overview of Journalism Policy and Character 


As a basic human right, freedom of expression through various kinds of mass media 
such as journalism and publishing must be protected and expanded to the msxigun. 


Im order to protect this freedom concretely, the various necessary elements, 


i.e., 


such mass media as newspapers, broadcasting stations and communications companies 


must be establishable and operable by civilians. 


Prom this viewpoint. the ROK's 


journalism policy is a competitive and open gultitype system while North Korea's 
is a centralized and closed monolithic-type systen. 


The ROK posits its provisions for the protection of freedom of expression in 


Article 18 of the Constitution. 


Only, a8 a measure to build a free democratic 


state and protect broader basic rights, are radical and exaggerated expressions 
which might break national harmony or be used in communist strategy or tactics 


autonomously regulated. 


However, this is absolutely not an infringement on basic 


rights but rather a neutral measure to protect those basic rights.

In the case of radio as well, there are more cable than wireiess networks and 65 
percent of total households i‘sten to cable radio; the fact is that it is easier 
to control the residents this way. 


IIIl. Comparison of Social Problems 
A. Social Deviation 


All sorts of socially deviant acts such as juvenile delinquency, divorce, fraud, 
and sex crimes have different form ard rates of frequency depending on the 
mature cf the social system; this derives from the system's structural principles 
and the nature of the basic mechanism for maintaining the systen. 


For example, in the ROK where the system of private ownership is guaranteed and 
social and economic activities are carried on around the free market economy, 
there are naturally many property crimes or deviant acts abusing the free atmos- 
phere, whereas under North Korea's system of communist dictatorship, there are 
naturally many ideological crimes. 


l. Types of Crimes 


According to the "Political Dictionary” published by North Korea's Social Science 
Publishing Company, the things considered important in today’s communist morality 
are “the collectivist spirit which holds the group's interests as more valuable 
than the individual's, the revolutionary spirit of self-reliance, the communist 
attitude toward labor, socialist patriotism and proletarian internationalisno, 

and communist humanity and culture.” 


However, unlike the requirements of this communist morality, violating, socially 
deviant acts are found in many areas; looking at the types of crimes covered by 
North Korea's criminal law, there are crimes relating to opposition to state 
supremacy, injury to state officials, injury to state or collective group 
property, personal injury, injury to public property, violations of labor laws, 
crimes in conduct of official business, and economic crimes. These phenomena 
constitute no more than an example of the things that remain unresolved in spite 
of the North Korean Communists unrelenting efforts; the following is a rough 
classification of the types of crime frequently happening in North Korea.

The above-listed types of crime and their descriptions show us churning dissatis- 
faction in the area of political ideology as well as the contradictions in the 
Kim Il-song system. In relation to these facts, the North Koreans reason that 
socially deviant acts have not been eliminated due to the parents’ responsibility 
or the criminal's own personality, also they consistently explain it as vestiges 
of capitalism or vestiges of bourgeois thinking. 


2. The Phenomena of Social Irrationality 


Because social irrationality also reflects the natures of South and North Korea's 
systems, it is ultimately difficult to measure by direct comparison the phenomena 
of social irrationality which impair social stability; therefore, the nature of 
both societies’ social irrationality must be clarified in the ramifications of 
these social systems. In the case of North Korea, the policy direction they have 
chosen and their process of policy determination indicate, continuously if frag- 
mentarily, the various antisocialist and antisocial problems they are facing. 
Representative examples are the problems arising in the actions of party members 
in the 1973 “New Party Arbitration Transfer Work" or the aspects of social 
irrationality cited among the tasks at hand emphasized at the 1975 “Industrial 
Activists Meeting." These examples of the social irrationality and instability 
North Korea is facing can be summarized as follows: One, avoidance of study of 
the religion of Kim Il-song; two, neglect and disregard of party organization 
life; three, party members’ and workers’ negativism and lack of zeal; four, dis- 
like of labor, avoidance of labor and violation of labor discipline; five, waste 
and misuse of state property and misuse of resources; six, continuation of out- 
moded thought such as technical mysticism, conservatism, empiricism, revisionism, 
capitalist thought and feudal Confucian thought; seven, bureaucratic, subjective, 
expedient and formalistic work ethics; and eight, antisocialist acts by the young 
intelligentsia and human alienation. 
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These phenomena, things noted by the North Koreans themselves, reflect the 
internal social consciousness of all the inhabitants of North Korea, and are 
seen to operate deeply as factors in social insecurity. 


IV. Conclusion 


Although we have fragmentarily compared within a limited scope the South and 
North Korean cultures whose systems have ‘iffering structural principles and 
maintenance mechanisms, we can see that South and North Korea, which once formed 
a single, common society, now have greater sociocultural differences than 
homogeneity or similarity and that as the years go by the intensifying of 
heterogeneity and the sharpening of confrontation between the systems will 
increase. 


Now I will summarize my comparative results. 


First, in the case of education, the ROK bases itself in the spirit of the 
People's Education Charter, and bringing this spirit to life, has the goal of 
fostering a Korean who can contribute (o the development of the state and the 
revival of the nation; by contrast, North Korea has as its goal the fostering 
of communists imbued with class struggle and the unitary ideology, so that in 
North Korea education is nothing more than a tool for realiziug the politics of 
communist dictatorship. 


Second, in the ROK the mass media such as newspapers and broadcasting inform the 
opinions of all groups and classes and fulfill the function of widely enlighten- 
ing and guiding the common masses whereas in North Korea they are used as means 
to maintain Kim Il-sorg'’s unitary system. 


Third, in relation to social change, South and North Korea have various social 
problems resulting from the particular natures of their systems’ structural 
principles and maintenance mechanisms; these social problems bring about social 
tension and psychological dissatisfaction, thereby leading the way to socio- 
cultural reorganization. 
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SOUTH KOREAN ECONOMY SEEN AS RESURGENT

The South Korean economy, which began to recover from the nadir of recession since 
last October, finally got on track in mid-June this year. I recently visited 
South Korea for two months and had the opportunity to observe its progress with my 
own eyes. The following is my report. 


Following an "overheating" in 1977 and 1978, the South Korean economy began a de- 
cline in 1979 and continued the downward trend until, in August of the same year, 

it fell below the business barometer of 1.0 which represented the dividing point 
between recession and stability. During the six months from April 1980, it remained 
at a constant 0.4, which is the low point of an ongoing recession, without any 
prospect of recovery. 


However, favorable export trends began to show early this year, productivity began 
to pick up and shipments began to increase, which lowered goods in stock. Recently, 
domestic demand has also been on an upward swing, resulting in a turnabout from 
stalemate conditions. The business barometer of 1.0 recorded by the Bank of South 
Korea on 6 August was the first in a year and 10 months since August 1979. South 
Korea's economy finally appeared to be on track towards growth. 


As a tangible example of trends reflecting the business recovery, the Bank of South 
Korea revealed on 7 August that the aggregate plant investment funds loaned out as 
business funds during the month of July reached 140 billion "won." This is the 
highest monthly total recorded since the latter half of 1979. The monthly 

business loans made by banking institutions remained below 50 billion "won" from 
the last half of 1979 through February of this year, but the amount gradually rose 
until it exceeded 78.3 billion "won" in June and topped 100 billion "won" in July. 


Manufacturing Industries Begin Climb 
The sudden upsurge of investments in plants and facilities by the enterprises proves 


the effectiveness of the “measures to promote rationalization of industry and 
investment" adopted by the South Korean government last April, in order to stimulate 
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investments. The measures centered on: (1) increased funds for plants and 
facilities to export industries and small and medium enterprises; (2) expansion of 

an emergency investment and tax exemption system; and (3) lower interest on secondary 
financing, such as calls and notes. 


The revival of an initiative toward investment is premised on the outlook that (1) 
the business forcast index will show an estimated 1.9 for June, while the economic 
growth rate in the second quarter (April-June) will reach 3-4 percent, thus 
strengthening the base for a business recovery; (2) the recovery base will accelerate 
after the third quarter (July-September). 


Also, with regard to the 60 major projects announced by the South Korea Economic 
Planning Administration on 11 August under the fourth 5-year plan for economic 
development ending this year, 42 projects are progressing according to schedule, 
while 18 projects are slightly behind schedule. Those slated to be completed this 
year include (1) the Okpo dockyard construction project undertaken by the Taesu 
Shipbuilding Company, (2) the double track railroad project between Yongdungpo and 
Suwon, (3) the Changnyong district agricultural development project, and (4) the 
Pusan-Masan highway construct project. The Okpo dockyard on Koje Island is a 
mammoth dockyard with an annual shipbuilding capacity of 1.2 million tons and a 
repair capacity of 680,000 tons. It will be capable of constructing special ships 
which require high technology, such as LPG (liquefied propane gas) and LNG (liquefied 
natural gas) tankers. 


Also, according to the 6 August announcement by the Economic Planning Administration, 
610,000 persons were unemployed in June, which is 62,000 less than the 672,000 un- 
employed in the same month a year ago. It means that the rate of unemployment in 
June dropped 0.5 percent from the 4.4 percent a year ago to 3.9 percent. The 

number of employed as of the end of June this year was 15,149,000--an increase of 
390,000 from a year ago. The number of mining industrial workers declined somewhat 
after 1979, but turned upward for the first time recently. 


There has been much other good news concerning the South Korean economy. On 8 August, 
the Economic Planning Administration announced that foreign capital brought into 
South Korea during the first six months (January-June) reached 3.5 billion 2 million 
dollars, which is 45.5 percent of the goal of 7.7 billion dollars sought for this 
year, and that the goal for the last six months (July-December) should be reached 
without trouble. 


Plant Exports Continue 


Additionally, negotiations have resulted successfully in the form of contracts for 
many major projects, such as the construction of the Palaupkomdo (phonetic) hydro- 
carbon pressurized distillation and dissélution plant for Singapore (order 
received by Tae Lim Industries), the construction of port and harbor facilities 
for Indonesia (order received by Sam Hwan Enterprises) and 200 items of rolling 
stock for Nigeria (order received by Hyundai General Trading Company). 


Furthermore, according to the American business magazine FORTUNE's annual "List of 
The World's Top 500 Non-American Companies," ten South Korean companies are listed 
this year. It is the same number as last year. This year, however, they have 

















climbed sharply in rank, except for two companies. Especially the Hyundai group 
jumped from its No 80 position last year to No 72, and it is the top ranking company 
among the developing countries and semi-developed countries. 


What is the outlook for the last half of this year? According to the “economic 
trend for the first half of FY-81" (January-June) announced by the Economic Planning 
Administration on 24 July, exports are progressing smoothly, while industrial pro- 
duction and shipments are on the increase. This has resulted in lower supplies in 
stock and a constant base for economic recovery. It is estimated that the growth 
rate will reach 2.5 to 3 percent [the growth rate for the first quarter (January- 
March) was 1.? percent], and that the business recovery will accelarate during 

the last half of the year (July-December) to reach 9-10 percent, thus establishing 
an annual rate of 6-7 percent. 


Seven Percent Growth Rate Predicted 


Also, according to a report made public by the South Korean Development and Research 
Institute (KDI) on 28 July, the outlook under the present economic policy indicates 
that (1) the economic growth rate for this year will be 6.5 percent, and a rate of 

8 percent will be possible next year; (2) the fixed capital investment rate is 

minus 1.5 percent, but it should increase to 1 percent next year; (3) the current 
account deficit will be 5.5 billion dollars for both this year and next year; and 
(4) wholesale commodity prices rose by 24 percent this year, and are estimated to 
rise another 16 percent next year. 


Meanwhile, the report hypothesizes that, if an expansion policy were adopted, (1) 
the currency volume would increase 25 to 30 percent; (2) interest rates would drop 
2.5 percent; (3) the economic growth rate is 7 percent this year, but could rise 

to 9.5 percent next year; and (4) the employment figure could rise by 30,000 at the 
end of this year. 


However, the Economic Planning Administration points out that the recent economic 
recovery is taking place under restraint factors, such as (1) weakening of the 
domestic demand base, (2) flagging plant investment by the enterprises, and (3) 

a slow economic recovery in foreign countries. It therefore warns that, if a 
policy to force stimulation of the economy is adopted, it would result in a greater 
burden on commodity prices and international balance of payments. 


After all, the keynote for South Korea's economic recovery has been based on the 
removal of political anxiety since the last half of last year. It was brought 

about by the establishment of the Con Tu-hwan regime through constitutional revision, 
a national referendum, the presidential election and parliamentary elections. 


Japan's Response Studied 


The fourth 5-year economic development plan, which started under the Pak government, 
will wind up this year, ari the "fifth economic and social development 5-year plan” 
(1982-86) will be launched next year. The fifth plan is not only a “preliminary” 
development plan, which will test the leadership of the Chon Tu-hwan regime, but 

is an ambitious plan which purports to repeat the “miracle of the Han River” of 

the Pak government. 
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On 10 August, the Economic Planning Administration unvieled the economic indices 

of the fifth 5-year plan. Compared with the tentative plan (mid-term plan) drafted 
in May, the growth rate and aggregate investment rate are somewhat adjusted upward 
while enchancement of economic independence ‘s stressed by lower adjustments in 

the trade balance deficit and dependence on stockpiled overseas investment resources. 


According to the economic indices, (a) the economic growth rate (annual average) will 
be 7.6 percent [9.2 percent in the fourth 5-year plan]; (b) the GNP (1986) will be 
107,461.2 billion "won" [the goal for 1981 under the fourth plan is 16,214 billion 
“won"]; (c) the per capita GNP (1986) will be 3,471 dollars [the goal for 1981 under 
the fourth plan is 1,512 dollars]; (d) the aggregate investment rate will be 20.2 
percent; (e) the investment rate for FY-86 will be 32.4 percent [domestic savings 
raee-29.6 percent; overseas savings rate-2.8 percent]; (f) exports (1986) will 

reach 53 billion dollars; (g) imports (1986) will total 55.5 billion dollars; and 

(h) the commodity price increase rate (annual average) will be 10.8 percent. 


The fifth 5-year plan projects seven milti-purpose dams, including one in Antung, 
Kyongsang-pukto' the Taegu-Kwangju east-west superhighway; repaving of 334 kilo- 
meters of the west coast highway between Inchon and Mokpo’ the fifth-stage road 
repaving project totalling 402 kilometers in Chungchong-namdo, Cholla-pukto, Cholla- 
namdo, Kyongsong-pukto and Kyongsong-namdo provinces; a new international airport 

in the capital area; an LNC import base; the development of the No 4 mining district; 
and construction of an oil pipeline between Yosu-Seoul and Ulsan-Taejon. 


As South Korea faces a military threat from North Korea and is burdened with a 
heavy military budget of 5.6 percent of its GNP, how will Japan cooperate with its 
fifth S-year plan? What will Japan do to correct South Korea's deficit in Japan- 
South Korea trade, which has reached an annual rate of 3 billion dollars? Japan's 
choice cannot be considered without a realistic awareness of the security of 
Northeast Asia.

INCREASING TRADE BETWEEN SOUTH KOREA, CHINA REPORTED 
Tokyo TOITSU NIPPO in Japanese 19 Sep 81 p 1 
[Article: “China: Stepped-Up Trade with South Korea”™] 


[Text] Trade between South Korea and China has increased greatly comparéd with 
last year. The 17 September issue of the newspaper CHUNG PAO reports a Hong Kong 
government office announcement that in the first half of this year South Korea 
received imports worth HK $97 million (about US $16 million) from China via Hong 
Kong. 


This is an increase of 118 percent over the same period last year and indicates 
that Chinese exports to South Korea are increasing greatly. 


South Korean exports to third countries via Hong Kong are up by 147 percent over 
the same period last year, to $169.2 million. Almost all of these exports are 
believed to have gone to China; and like China's exports to South Korea, South 
Korea's exports to China have more than doubled. 


South Korean export to China is considered to have begun last year; but according 
to South Korean customs officials, in the 7 months between January and July of last 
year, South Korean exports to China, consisting primarily of fibers and chemical 
fertilizers, were worth $2.45 million. 


South Korean imports from China were confirmed, though unofficially, in 1978. In 
that year there were complete failures of the garlic and red papper crops, and 
these agricultural products were imported in large quantities via Hong Kong in 
order to assure their availability. 


Thus far, China has made public no details of its trade with South Korea, but the 
newspaper GUANGDONG RIBAO for 5 September reports that in the middle 10 days of last 
last month China exported 20 tons of ginger through Hong Kong, and on 16 September, 
alumni association [0681 1331 2585] head Hao Deqing [6787 1795 7230] and Deputy 
Minister of Foreign Trade Jia Shi [0328 4258] confirmed in an interview with 
Japanese Diet members visiting China that "We are actually engaged” in trade with 
South Korea. 


Since this was the first time that high-ranking Chinese officials had confirmed 
the existence of trade between the two countries and since the volume of trade has 
increased greatly compared with last year, it is felt that a change has occurred 








in China's trade posture toward South Korea and that Chinese trade with South Korea 
may become even more active in the future. 


Coal is said to be the main product imported from China, but although Chinese 
authorities acknowledge the fact of trade with South Korea, they avoid any discus- 
sion of the nature or price of the products exported or imported. 


Reportedly this is because China is not in a position to ignore totally the wishes 
of North Korea, which has protested against South Korean-Chinese “rapprochement.” 
On one occasion, vigorous North Korean protest prevenicd the carrying through of a 
commercial transaction in which South Korea was to import large quantities of coal 
from China, even though it had already been arranged through a Hong Kong company. 
This is illustrative of the long shadow which the “antagonism” between North Korea 
and South Korea casts on the indirect trade between China and South Korea, but in 
view of the fact that recently China has acknowledged its trade with South Korea 
several times, the indirect South Korean-Chinese trade seems to be undergoing great 
changes. 


That in recent years China has conducted active research on the South Korean economy 
and Semaul Movement; Chinese officials were sent unofficially to observe steel- 
making at P’ohang; and experts from Chinese government organizations were sent to 
the International Law of the Sea Conference sessions in Seoul this year--these may 
be important factors in the background of China's embarkation on active trade with 
South Korea. 


Korea's undertaking trade with China has been pushed by both the government and 
the private sector since Chinese Minister of Foreign Trade Li Qiang [2621 1730] 
indicated in 1978 that trade with South Korea would be welcome by saying that "it 
would be very much in the interest of both China and South Korea." 


Since the beginning of this year, in keeping with President Chon's basic foreign 
policy that "Foreign relations will be expanded regardless of differences in 
ideology and political systems," Korea has embarked on an active policy of improving 
its relations, first with China, and then with the Soviet Union and Eastern Europe. 


Expansion of trade with communist countries has become a major task for South Korea, 
which aims, by expanding its number of export markets, to export products worth $50 
billion by 1986, and in accordance with this policy it is likely to pursue a variety 
of diplomatic activities in order to expand its trade with China, which represents 
an immense neighboring export market.
